son today. 
He named a committee to make

preliminary

making recommendations to the next 
legislature. 
The investigation will be one of 
the most detailed ever instituted and

hopes to bring about a new criminal 
code, or at least a reform ation of 
crime. 
“ D uring the last decade a crime 
wave, increasing in volume and seri­ 
ousness, 
has 
been 
sweeping 
the 
w’orld,” said th e 
governor. 
“ Our 
country, far from being free 
from 
this general revolt against law, has 
perhaps suffered more th a n any o th ­ 
er from lawlessness. 
“ Minnesota, in common with o th ­ 
er states, has a serious crime wave 
problem. 
This problem 
cannot 
be 
solved unless every aspect of it is 
given 
serious 
and 
thorough-going 
consideration by men of judgment, 
experience and judicial poise. 
In 
the solution of th a t problem 
it 
is 
necessary to sift the 
evidence, 
to 
separate the facts from conjecture, 
to learn the t r u th and then to follow 
th a t tru th relentlessly. 
The problem includes, among o th ­ 
ers, the following questions: 
1. 
“ Does our crim inal law 
ade­ 
quately define the crimes th a t are 
being committed? 
2. 
“ Does it provide penalties tha t 
are adequate to deter men from com­ 
m itting crimes? 
3. 
“ W h at changes, either in law 
or court rules, are needed to expe­ 
dite the m achin ery 
of 
justice, 
to 
make justice quicker and more cer­ 
tain ? 
“ W ha t changes can be made 
in 
our machinery of law enforcement, 
outside of the courts, th a t will in­ 
sure a more general apprehension of 
criminals and closer surveillance of 
those with known criminal te nden­ 
cies?

“ Should th e system of 
inde­ 
term inate sentences he continued, or 
should imprisonm ent be for definite 
term s fixed by the courts? 
6. 
“ If 
the 
in determ inate 
sen­ 
tence system is 
to 
be 
continued, 
should the composition of the parole 
board be changed?

“ W h a t changes in th e 
rules 
and methods of procedure of the pa­ 
role boqrd could

Milan, Jan. 6.— (UP ) — Crown 
Prince Carol of Rumania, shorn of 
his throne rights by his own 
voli­ 
tion, will “ continue to love my coun­ 
try and serve it in silence.” 
In an exclusive interview w ith the 
United Press— th e only direct per­ 
sonal interview he has gra n te d since 
his dram atic retirem ent from 
the 
R um an ian royal family— he lias put 
at rest rumors tha t lie intended to 
s ta rt a coup against the government 
of 
his fatherland. 
And 
coupled 
therew ith was admission t h a t lie had 
voluntarily renounced his rig h ts to 
the throne, "for reasons which con­ 
cern me personally.” 
He indicated his grief at press as­ 
sociations h inting at a love 
affair 
w ith the attractiv e Magda Lupescu, 
who is stopping here and has been 
seen in his company. 
The R u m a n ­ 
ian girl herself subsequently 
told 
the United Press that 
she 
was 
a 
“ poor 
woman 
against 
whom 
the 
world is unjustly cruel” and begged 
the interviewer “ not to insist” upqn 
an answer to his query as to w hether 
she intends to wed Carol. 
Of Princess Helen, his wife, 
the 
prince declared he 
cherished 
“ the 
highest rega rd,” while of his 
son, 
the new' R um ania n heir presumptive, 
Carol admitted th a t “ he adored him.” 
“ One th in g I have deeply regretted 
is the allusion to a plot. 
There is 
absolutely no political reason behind 
my action. 
It is purely personal 
and it pains me to read gossip of 
preparation of a revolt against the 
monarchy.” 
Carol, who has been reported 
as 
perhaps conspiring to unseat, 
both 
Premier Bratianu and King F erd in ­ 
and, drew himself up in a soldierly 
fashion. 
“ My devotion as a prince and my 
loyalty as a soldier make it unneces­ 
sary for me to even deny such an 
absurdity. 
I consider it indecorous 
to deny the anti-monarchistic a t t i ­ 
tude attributed to me. 
I remain a 
soldier and a loyal subject and will 
never raise obstacles for my coun­ 
try.” 
While members of his entourage 
previously had 
declared 
that 
the 
Carol renunciation letter to B u c h ar­ 
est was a forgery, the prince himself 
dec lare d: 
“ My renunciation is a fact. 
It is I 
absolutely true. 
I did it for reasons I 
which concern me personally. 
My. 
nosition as prince does not justify! 
tha t the public compel me to relate 
the facts which are 
not 
political. I 
Princes also have 
rights 
to 
their 
souls.”

provides 
an embargo on n o n -tuberculin tested 
milk beginning April I. 
Dr. Evans, former health commis­ 
sioner, advocated less drastic action. 
Dr. Evans suggested th a t the city 
co-operate in a program extending 
over several years and calling 
for 
the eradication of tuberculosis from 
dairy herds in the n o rthern Illinois 
district, which is the chief source of 
Chicago’s milk supply. 
He was sup­ 
ported by the herd owners and other 
members of the commission. 
Dr. Evans explained the details of 
his plan have not been worked out. 
He said they were being taken up 
step by step and carefully tested be­ 
fore adopted. 
The contention of Dr. Bundeson is 
that healthy cows in Indiana, 
W is­ 
consin and Iowa can supply Chicago 
with pure milk without on increase 
in the price.

Minneapolis. Jan. 6.— Governor A. 
0. Sorlie of North Dakota told the 
world last nig ht his state has been 
too much maligned. 
Speaking on the resources and ad ­ 
vantages of North Dakota, he broad­ 
cast over the Gold Medal 
station, 
WCCO, a plea th a t the people know 
and understand the state. 
“ In the past people have gained 
erroneous ideas about North Dakota, 
its climate and its people,” he said. 
“ The idea has been spread th a t the 
alate is iu a deplorable condition. To 
many the name, North Dakota, s u g ­ 
gests 
blizzards, 
bitter 
cold, 
vast 
sweeps of unoccupied prairie 
blest 
with a population which is a compos­ 
ite of primitive Indian and radical 
bolshevist, living on the 
verge 
of 
Imminent bankruptcy. 
“ We of North Dakota are largely 
to blame that these misrepresenta­ 
tions have been permitted to exist. 
We have been and are too busy a c tu ­ 
ally producing the things other states 
boast of that we have never taken 
the time to broadcast the true facts 
about our state. 
We 
have 
been 
workers, not boosters. 
“ North Dakota is 70,000 
square 
miles in area and possesses 
more 
than 40.000,000 acres 
of 
tillable 
lands, of which 
18,000,000 
acres 
now are under cultivation. 
No o th ­ 
er state can match our r loll and pro­ 
ductive soil. 
No other state can 
produce so great and valuable crops 
as we do, with as little effort. North 
Dakota produces all her crops with 
the season’s rainfall, without 
irri­ 
gation, innocuUtion of soil,

Robert Scott faces trial here fur the 
murder of Joseph Maurer,

Russell T. Scott, denouncing him as 
a murderer. 
For it is Russell who all along has 
characterized Robert as the man who 
flrt'd the fatal shot 
into 
Maurer's 
body and then dropped out of sight 
w Ii Ile he 
(Russell) stood trial for 
the murder aud went th rough the or­ 
deal of three times being snatched 
from the gallows. 
Robert Scott, for more than a year 
and a half a hunted man, was dis­ 
covered in San Quentin penitentiary 
serving a sentence for a store 
rob­ 
bery under the name of John Red­ 
ding. 
He expressed his willingness 
to return here and will he returned 
to stand trial. 
Friends of Russell see in R obert’s 
arrest a chance to obtain 
freedom 
from the asylum but Information ob­ 
tained at the state's atto rn e y ’s office 
here has this as doubtful. 
George 
E. Gorman, an assistant sta te ’s a t ­ 
torney, said no one but the gover­ 
nor could tiring nbout Russell’s re­ 
lease and added that the facts would 
never Justify that. 
Russell has contended 
all 
along 
that Robert killed Maurer in a fight 
in the drug store Hnd that the kill­ 
ing 
was not 
committed durin g 
a 
holdup. 
After three l l t h - h o u r es­ 
capes from the gallows, Russel] fin­ 
ally was adjudged insane and 
was 
confined la an asylum at Chester, 111. 
The state's atto rn e y ’s office

interested today in reports from the 
Pacific coast t h a t Robert had 
con­ 
fessed to a cell mate th a t It was he 
and not Russell that fired th e fatal 
shot.

tion was not a feature because it has become a custom. 
The United States again won the challenge round for the Davis Cup 
against spirited competition from the two young French stars, Rene LaCoste 
and Jean Borotra, and the Americans probably will continue to win as long 
us Bill Tilden and Bill Johnston are on their game and willing lo play. 
The French team got into the challenge round by defeating the strong 
Australian team, for several years the second ranking Davis Cup team. 
The 
Australians were so disappointed that they announced they might not be 
back for several years. 
They were also peeved because the tennis associa- 
tion would not accept an invitation to send a team of American players lo 
Australia. 
Big Bill Tilden lived up to his reputation as the world’s greatest -flayer 
by winning the national championship again. 
The tournament could have 
been recognized as being for the world’s cham pionship as practically every 
ranking player in the world was entered. 
The tennis association, however, had consistently refused to consider any 
tournament as being for the world's championship, but Tilden is universally 
accepted as til© world’s champion. 
In the men’s class, the comeback of Billy Johnston, the popular little 
Californian, was one of the most pleasing features of the year. 
Johnston had a bad season in 1924. 
He lost his place as a singles player 
on the Davis Cup team to young Vinnie Richards and his friends grieved to 
think that he was through. 
The little Californian set out early in the season with the announced 
purpose of getting his place back on the Davis Cup team and he ddd. 
He 
said he considered the honor of a place on the defending team as being 
greater than a national championship. 
He played himself out In the cup matches and was not In condition for 
the week of hard tennis in the nationals but, at that, he played some of the 
greatest, tennis of his career during the tlurnament and it was only the wizard 
tennis of Tilden that beat him. 
Preparing for the future, when Tilden and Johnston will have lo he re­ 
placed, the tennis association sent John Hennessy and Ray Casey, two young­ 
sters, to the British championships at Wimbledon, and they made a very good 
showing.

The French influence at Wimbledon was pronounced as the two finalists 
again were the French youngsters, LaCoste and Borotra and LaCoste displaced 
his teammate as Hie champion. 
Borotra, one of the few ranking tennis stars, who seems to be forced lo 
hard work outside the court, was not in his best form as he nan had very 
little time to train or practice. 
He dashed over to this country during the 
winter and won the indoor championship and several times during the Wim 
bledon tournament, he had lo make a trip by air to Paris. 
In the women’s class, the big .surprise of the season came when Helen 
Wills, the national champion, was defeated in an early tournament by Eliza 
beth Ryan, the former California girl, who returned to this country after 
having spent ten years in England. 
The match was played on a court so sloppy that Miss Ryan took off her 
shoes and the young American champion couldn’t handle the soft, chop 
strokes of her opponent. 
Miss Wills swept through the national championship in impressive ityle 
and had very little trouble retaining her title. 
Mrs. Molla Mallory, the for­ 
mer champion, made a valiant attempt at a comeback but her best tennis 
dave seem to have passed. 
The British woman’s team successfully defended the Wightman Cup at 
Forest Hills by winning the third match of the series from the American 
team. The tennis association decided at the December meeting of the execu­ 
tive committee to send a team to Wimbledon this year for the cup and to 
send two ranking men players to represent this country in the British cham 
pionships.
